INSTALLING BATTERIES

1 . Unfold the magnifier and place it 
on the desktop with the battery 



3. Place the AA batteries on top of the ribbons as 
indicated by the polarity symbols (+ and -) 
marked inside the compartment. 


4. Replace the cover.

3. To use the large, 2x magnifying lens, place the 
magnifier over the objects you want to magnify 
and look through the lens. 


To use the small, 4x magnifying lens, hold the 
object you wish to magnify up close under the 
lens, until you can view the object clearly.
